In Claims 1, 2, 9 and 10, the terms "volatile 
compounds" and "non-volatile compounds" are used to 
specify compounds (starting materials or partial 
structures) in relation to the constitution of the 
compounds described; however, the dividing line' between 
"volatile compounds" and " rion-voiatile compounds" is 
technically unclear and therefore, the specific compounds 
referred to are unclearly defined. 

Therefore, Claims 1, 2, 9 and 10 are unclear. 
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
